Mountains 

iDame Fortune seemed to have 
frowned upon hikers in the moun- 
tains Sunday. At least, so it 
would appear from happenings. 
One man died in a jump from a 
cliff on the Mt. Wilson trail, and 
another young man dislocated his 
ankle and suffered concussion of 
the brain. 

Donald Marvin from Hollywood, 
a high school senior and president 
of his class, who was hiking with 
other members of the class in 
the Big Santa Anita Sunday af¬ 
ternoon, fell 50 feet while short- 
cutting through brush. He was 
brought to Sierra Madre and then 
transferred to the Good Samaritan 
Hospital in Los Angeles. 

Sierra Madre firemen, forest 
rangers and OCX3 boys from An¬ 
geles Crest camp struggled for 
about three hours Sunday after¬ 
noon to recover the body of Fran¬ 
cis Ferdinand Murphy. 35, of 6732 
Gavlota street. Van Nuys, who 
-• was killed in a 100 foot plunge 
from a sheer cliff on the Mt. 
Wilson trail, about two miles 
above the Trail Inn, and just 
above the firebreak. 

^ The only eye-witness to the 
tragedy was Mrs. Murphy, who 
nad called at a Pasadena sani¬ 
tarium where Mr. Murphy was a 
patient to take her husband for 
a walk. She told police and rang¬ 
ers that her husband had jumped. 
She ru.shed to the bottom of the 
cliff but could not .save him. How 
she reached her husband’s body 
and then climbed back up to the 
trail to get aid was beyond un¬ 
derstanding of helpers who had to 
be lowered and pulled up by 
stout ropes. 

Firemen Joe Swanson, Jim 
Heasley, Jr., and Robert New- 
bery; District Ranger Pat Har¬ 
lan and Assistant Ranger Millard 
Cyester were assigned to the 
Investigation, and used ropes all 
the wav to reach the body. Twen¬ 
ty CCC boys from the Angeles 
Crest CCC camp, in charge of 
Herb Allison, aided in taking the 
body to Grant Chapel.

A BRASS band was organized 
byT M, Webster and a band¬ 
stand constructed on vacant prop¬ 
erty where the Central Garage is 
now located not so long after I 
came to Sierra Madre. This stand 
was a place of many public meet¬ 
ings and Was used for promoting 
the sale of IJberty Bonds during 
the World War. 

’The Woman’s Club was organ¬ 
ized In 1907 and about a dozen 
menilM'rs contributing $100 each 
for the lot. In 1909 the corner¬ 
stone was laid for the building 
that has hou.sed mor,' commun ty 
meetings than any other building 
in town. 

About that time a few mem¬ 
bers of the Masonic order were 
holding social meetings in the 
homes of different members and 
in 1910 organized lodge No. 408

Sour Cream Breakfast Rolls 
Combine 1 cake crumbled com¬ 
pressed yeast with S cup sugar. | 
Melt K cup butter in ^ cup scalded > 
milk. Cool to lukewarm and add to 
yeast. Add 2 well beaten eggs, 1 cup 
sour cream, m cups flour and m ' 
teaspoon salt. Beat for 8 minutes. 
Place in a covered dish and let stand | 
over night in the electric refrigera- 
tor. Next day let rise in warm place | 
until double in bulk. Knead in 1 
cups flour, roll out Vi-inch thick. 
Spread with a thin layer of sour ' 
cream, brown sugar and chopped 
nuts. Roll up like a jelly roll and 
slice in m inch slices. Place in but¬ 
tered muflin pans. la-t rise in warm 
place. Bake at 375 degrees. 

This dough may be kept in the re¬ 
frigerator for several days, so fresh 
rolls may be baked each morning. 
When only a part of the dough is 
used at a time, divide the second 
addition of flour accordingly.

Th It demand, undoubtedly, has 
sprung from public indignation 
over disrupted activities of the 
Communists, particularly in fo¬ 
menting labor disturbances and 
cla.-=s warfare and from revela¬ 


tions that the Communist move¬ 
ment is financed, in large part, 
with funds furnished by Soviet 
Ku.ssia. 

This writer, however, begs to 
dif.er with those who would deny 
the Communists the right to have 
a legally constituted political 
party. 

Great as the provocation may 
be and it is great neither Cali¬ 
fornia, nor any other State in 
the United States, can afford to 
di-regard the fact that this na¬ 
tion guarantees freedom of po¬ 
litical thought ond political ac¬ 
tion. That is the very essence of 
Americanism, and much as we 
may despise Communism, any
